Jefferson City, Mo., Feb. 24.—The I 
j dramshops in Missouri will have to J J 
j close at ll o’clock every night if the I 
Shannon bill, which went to engross- I 
meat last afternoon in the house, by I 
a vote of 80 to 47, becomes a law. 
I 
The measure as originally drafted I 
planned to close the soloons at 9, but 
the dry leaders thought this hour too 
drastic and amended the bill. 
Efforts were made to remove tile 
clause which wrould make it possible 
to have it referred to 
tile 
voters * 
] through the initiative and referendum, 
but the drys, with a strong majority ! 
in the lower branch of the assembly, 
voted down the amendment. 
Representathe Frank Farris, who 
led the fight against thj bill, offered 
an amendment making it possible for 
each city and township to vote sepa­ 
rately as to whether tho present clos­ 
ing statutes should be amended, but 
the drys stood by their forces and op­ 
posed this suggestion. 
Parris, in his appeal for home-rule 
liquor legislation, said that every mu­ 
nicipality, 
through 
its 
aldermen, 
could enact ordinances regulating the 
opening and closing hours of dram­ 
shops. 
He referred to the hill as “un-Amer­ 
ican and undemocratic” and said that 
it was drafted to regulate the moi,. 
and conscience of others. 
“My town is dry,” he said, “and 
you ask ane by my vote to regulate 
other cities and towns.” 
He excoriated the drys for amend- 
thrir bill making the closing hour ll 
p. in. in place of 9, declaring that 
they were trying to 
gain 
strength 
through a compromise. 
“You ought to keep your bill at 9 
o’clock,” he said, “dose the theaters 
at 9:30, and make it a misdemeanor 
for an y person to be seen on the 
streets after 10:30, and then see that 
the citizens are arrested and fined 
if they are away from homo after 
that hour.” 
' 
The Farris amendment was defeat­ 
ed, 76 to 54. Representative Schofield. 
of Hannibal, offered an amendment 
to eliminate the 
clause 
preventing 
that the bill, should it pass, be re­ 
ferred through the initiative and ref­ 
erendum. 
# 
He made a strong appeal not to 
“strong arm” the bill. 
Representa­ 
tive Feaster, one of the leaders of 
the drys, surprised 
his 
colleagues 
when he asked his conferees to sup­ 
port this amendment. 
Representative Noah Simpson made 
a strong speech criticising the brew­ 
ers of St. Louis, Kansas City, St. Jo­ 
seph and Joplin, and 
recalled 
the 
fight made two years ago against the 
county unit bill, which passed the 
legislature, was signed by the gover­ 
nor, but was defeated at the polls 
when submitted to the voters through 
the initiative and referendum. 
He urged the defeat of the Schofield 
amendment, as he wished to “extract 
the teeth” from the brewers. 
Representative Clarence King, of 
St. Louis, said that he had no stock 
in any brewery, nor was lie a drunk­ 
ard, as some of the opponents of the 
hill had been classed by some of the 
speakers. 
He said that the drys are incon­ 
sistent, relating to the initiative and 
referendum.

It Has Been Approved by Both House 
. and Senate Committees— Mem­ 
bers of Anti-Vice Societies 
Back of the Measure. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Feb. 24.—The 
“red light” bill, by which societies 
hope to stamp 
out 
commercialized 
vice, has been approved by the house 
and senate committees. 
It will bo 
reported soon. 
Lawyer members of the legislature 
looked upon the measure with suspi­ 
cion at first, as it proposes a revo­ 
lutionary method of suppressing im­ 
moral resorts. 
The method most in 
use is to lVosecute 
the 
offenders 
criminally. 
The proposed act, known as the 
“injunction and abatement law,’ con­ 
templates civil procedure, against not 
only the inmates, but the owners and 
agents of the proj>erty. 
The law is 
in effect in several states aud in tile 
District of Columbia. 
Members of anti-vice societies are 
back of it. 
They say Borne such a 
law is necessary because the supreme 
court last summer held a brothel not 
a public nuisance. 
Before that deci­ 
sion was handed down it was possible 
to suppress such resorts on the the­ 
ory they were public nuisances. The 
proposed act defines them as nui­ 
sances. 
The act is aimed at commercialized 
vice only. 
Real estate men opposed the orig­ 
inal bill drawn, contending tho owner 
of “tainted” property does not al­ 
ways know it is being put to improp­ 
er use, and that to proceed against 
him would be unjust. 
So a number 
of amendments were accepted. 
Here are lections of the bill: 
First, declares immoral houses to 
be nuisances. 
Second, provides for injunctions on 
property and abatement of nuisances. 
Third, assesses a tax of $100 on en­ 
joined real estate. 
(In the original 
bill the tax was $300.) 
Fourth, confiscates personal prop 
erty of occupant for payment of costs 
of prosecution. 
Fifth, permits citizens or corpora 
tions to begin suit. 
Here are 
amendments 
added 
a1 
the suggestion of real estate men: 
Ten days’ notice must be given to 
the owner to remove tenants before 
Smit can be started. 
An innocent owner may become s 
party plaintiff when the penalty will 
be against the occupant only. 
Innocent or guilty, the ownef may 
put up a bond for one-fKth the value 
cf his property, conditioned to keer 
the place free 
from 
such nuisance 
for one year, and thus escape injunc­ 
tion and tax. 
The operation of the law in sub­ 
stance is as follows: ' 
The first step is 
to 
notify 
the 
owner his house is occupied by per 
sons engaged in commercialized vice 
If lie gets rfd of the tenants at once 
tlie law is complied with. 
If the owner is in doubt as to the 
character of his tenants he may be 
come a party plaintiff. 
The owner 
thus rids himself 
of an undesirable 
tenant without cost and without dan­ 
ger of a damage suit. 
Real estate men who offered these 
amendments admitted owners 
who 
persistently rent 
to keepers of im­ 
moral 
resorts, 
thereby 
becoming 
tanners with commercialized vice, 
should suffer the penalty. 
The societies which 
are support­ 
ing this bill have organizations in St 
Louis, Kansas City, St. Joseph, Jop 
Im and Springfield. 
The principal of enjoining nuisan­ 
ces was regarded by congress as the’ 
most feasible 
method 
of 
handling 
vice in the District of Columbia.
